The closest cited prior art of record, US 7,314,652, fails to fairly teach or suggest, 
even in view of JP 2001-323149 and WO/2002/0099474, the specific combination of 
light diffusion sheet and protective film with their respective compositions as presently 
claimed. None of the references teach the composition of the protective film. See 
Applicant's arguments dated 06/04/09.
